Georgia, that commissioners might be appointed by the two States to determine the 
permanent boundary line between.said States. This proposition, though so just and 
reasonable, has not been acceded to by tue State of Georgia, but she insists on her 
present western boundary remaining as heretofore fixed by herself. This determi- 
natjon on the part of.the State of Georgia, is believed to arise from the fact, that she 
has disposed of, to her citizens, the fee simple in the soil along her western boundary, 
and a change therefore in said boundary might interfere with the grants to her citi- 
zens. In order to avoid this difficulty, your memorialists would respectfully ask of 
Congress to grant and relinquish to the persons who have acquired title fram the 
State of Georgia, whatever Jands may fall within the State of Alabama, and which 
have been disposed of by the State of Georgia ta private persons by lottery sale or 
otherwise, when the boundary line between the States of Georgia and Alabama may 
be run and determined on, and your memorialists, as in duty bound, will ever pray.

; ae fund, and for other purposes. 

Your memorialists would respectfully represent that, by the act of Congress, pass- 
ed the 2nd of March, 1819, to enable the people of the State of Alabama to form a 
State Government, two per-cent of the nett proceeds of the sales of the public lands 
lying within the State of Alabama, are reserved and set apart to make a road or roads 
leading to the said State, under the direction of Congress. 

“Your memorialists believe that there are noroad or roads leading to said State, or 
that are necessary to be made to facilitate the intercourse of the people of this State 
with the adjoining States, upon which this fund would be expended by Congress; and 
that unless the conditions of the donation are altered, this portion of the five per cent 
reserved for the benefit of the people of Alabama, will be entirely useless, 

Your memorialists therefore pray that Congress would pass a law, placing this fund 
under the control of the State, for the purpose of constructing a rail-way from the ` 
Tennessee Valley to the waters of the Mobile Bay. They believe that this work 
would be such a one as would effectuate the intentions of Congress, in making the 
reservation of the two per cent fund, to be expended under their direction. This 
rail-way will not only connect the two great divisions of the State, but will enable the 
people of East Tennessee, to carry their breadstuffs and other articles to South Ala- 
bama; where they will find a good market, and will open a cheap and expeditious 
access tothe sea port towns of South Alabama, for all tle country watered by the 
Tennessee river and its tributaries, as well as for many of the rich counties of Middle 
Tennessee. . E 

Your memorialists believe this work important in a national point of view—and 
have no doubt if the contemplated rail road should be completed, the people of Ten- 
nessee would find it to their interest to extend it into that State, 

Your memorialists would further represent, that the contemplated rail-way, will 
pass through a portion of the State containing a large quantity of public lands, that 
have been long in the market, but owing to their sterility, will not sell at the minimum 
price of the government lands. _They therefore ask Congress to pass a law, author- 
izing the condemnation of a section of land on each side of said rail road, wherever 
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the land may belong tothe United States, This land, although valueless for other] - 
purposes, will afford a good supply of timber andother materials for the, construc.

JOINT MEMORIAL in relation to Public Lands, . 
Te the Honorable the Senate and House of Refiresentalivea of the United States o 
ais America in Congress assembled: - ` i 

. Your memorialists weuld respectfully represent to your honorable body that many 
of the earliest settlers and most worthy and valuable citizens of the State of Alabama 
became purchasers of lands from the United States, in the years of 1818 and 1819, 
at the extravagant prices at which they were thén selling, and made settlements 
upon. It isa part ofthe history of this State, that at- that time, cotton, the staple 
commodity of the country, was selling at a most extravagant price, thereby imparting§ | 
an unreasonable and unreal valne to all other property; therefore, the purchases of 
. land made under such circumstances, a price greatly exceeding their, real value was, 

in most, ifnot in every instance, given for them, Shortly after, however, cotton fell 
in the price, and produced a corresponding depreciation in the value ofall other pro-f' 
perty. : - i . i 

So great and distressing was the state of things, that Congress at its session in-the 
year 1820, passed a law forthe relief of land purchasers, allowing them the privilege 
of relinquishing a part and applying the payments made thereon to other parts re- 
tained, and of paying the residue of the purchase money at a discount of thirty-seven 
and a half per cent, or ta take a further credit of six or eight years without interest, 
according to the instalments paid. X - 

` Believing that the terms offered by this act, even the best that would ever be pro- 
posed, the class of purchasers to which your memiorialists allude, feeling the great 
importance of securing homes for their families, paid the whole price;of the lands 
retained either by relinquishment or in cash at the disccunt. Since that time, how- 
ever, Congress has, from time to time, extended relief to those who took, further 
credit until the session of 1829 and °S0, when alaw passed, giving to those who had 
paid the amount of three ddilars and fifty cents per acre, patents for their lands with- 
out further payment; and tothose who had paid this amount, the privilege of paying 
one dollar and twenty five cents, or less, in addition to what they had paid, and re- 
ceiving a patent for their lands. The first class of persons, thus relieved, was com- 
posed of those who purchased land at the price of fourteen dollars and upwards, these- 
cond of those who purchased at aless price; another class of purchasers who had only 
paid one twentieth part of the purchase money and permitted their lands to revert, 
were relieved by granting them scrip tothe amount they had paid. - 

Thus it is ‘shown to your honorable body, that all other classes of land purchasers, 
except those who were most prompt in paying their money into the public treasury, 
have been relieved; and your memorialists are entirely unable ta see any justice in 
taking this difference to the prejudice of those who ‘had been most prompt in pay- 
mient, and nothing is more common than to see persons residing in the same neighbor- 
hood, and in fact, adjoining each other with only an imaginary line between them oc- 
eupying lands of equal value, which were bid offat the same prite at the sales, one 
` of whom has paid twenty dollars per acre for hisland, and the other only five, and so 
in proportien to the various prices at which the land sold. Such inequality is dia- 
metrically opposed te those principles of equal justice, which should constitute the 
foundation of all legislation. TEF 

Your memorialists conceive itto be the dutv of ‘all governments, and particularly 
bur own, so to legislate that equal rights and equal privileges may be established 
and preserved among its citizens; and to hold eut every inducement to punctuality 
and good faith, Your memorialists cannot believe that the inequality in the law to 
which they allude was designed by Congress, but that it was the result of inadver- 
tence, for your honorable body ate not unapprised that‘the citizens alluded to are as 
valuable as these who have been relieved, and according to the revenue laws of this 
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State, haye been compelled for years to pay a larger amount of taxes than those who. 
had only paid a small portion ofthe purchasé money on their lands. “Your memor- 
jalists. therefore pray that a law may be passed, placing this class of purchasers up- 
on an equal footing with-others, who have- received such -ample and generous relief. 
And that the treasury.may not bè burthened by ‘having to [refund this money, your 
memorialists will be satisfied for this class of purchasers to be placed on the same 
footing with.those who permitted the lands they had purchased to revert to-the gov- 
ernment, by granting them scrip receivable in payment for other lands which may 
hereafter be sold by the government—and in extending: the benefit asked for your 
memorialists, will, as in duty bound, ever pray, &c. Í
